REMARKS 

Claims 1-25 are pending and stand rejected. Claims 1-2, 4, 8-14, 16, 18-23, and 25, have 
been amended. These amendments were not necessary for patentability over Coile, since their 
language is not argued below to distinguish Coile. Claim 24 has been cancelled, and claim 26 has 
been added. Claims 1-23 and 25-26 are pending upon entry of this amendment. 

Applicants respectfully note that the Examiner did not indicate consideration of the 
Information Disclosure Statements that were received by the USPTO on May 9, 2005, and June 
27, 2005. (The Examiner signed the May 9, 2005, PTO-1449 form but did not initial the 
references.) In order to expedite prosecution of this application, Applicants have enclosed 
duplicate copies of these Information Disclosure Statements and stamped postcards showing that 
they were received by the USPTO on these dates. Applicants respectfully request that the 
Examiner indicate consideration of the documents submitted with these Information 
Disclosure Statements by initialing the PTO-1449 forms submitted therewith, and 
attaching same to the next communication to Applicants. 

Claims 1-25 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Coile. 

Applicants respectfully traverse. As amended, claim 1 recites: 

A method in a computer system for associating an identifier with a plurality of 
processes, the method comprising: 
starting a first process; 

associating the first process with the identifier; 
creating, from the first process, a second process; 
associating the second process with the identifier; 

associating a third process with the identifier, wherein the third process is 

not a descendant of the first process; 
creating, from the third process, a fourth process; and 
associating the fourth process with the identifier. 

In particular, the claim recites associating both the first process and the second process with the 
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identifier ("associating the first process with the identifier 55 and "associating the second process 
with the identifier"). 

Coile does not disclose, suggest, or teach these claimed elements. Coile discusses a 
process for defining a virtual machine and binding it to a physical machine and port (FIG. 4A; 
10:1 1-27). In the Response to Amendment, the Examiner suggests that the followingelements in 
Coile correspond to the claimed first process and second process, respectively: 

• a process that "implements a process on Local Director 55 (Office Action, p. 6); and 

• "defining virtual machines and binding them 55 (Office Action, p. 7). 

Assume, for the sake of argument, that the above elements in Coile do correspond to the 
first process and the second process, respectively. The Examiner states that a virtual machine IP 
address/port in Coile corresponds to the claimed "identifier 55 (Office Action, p. 7). Assuming that 
is true, the claim would be interpreted as requiring that both the first process ("a process that 
implements a process on Local Director 5 ') and the second process ("defining virtual machines 
and binding them") be associated with an identifier (in Coile, a virtual machine IP address/port). 
Coile does not disclose associating either the first process or the second process (as defined 
above) with an identifier, so it is impossible for the Examiner to find support for this rejection in 
Coile. Thus, Coile, using this set of definitions, does not anticipate claim 1. 

Instead, the Examiner states that "binding physical machines to virtual machines 55 in 
Coile corresponds to the claimed element "associating the second process with the identifier. 55 By 
making this statement, the Examiner thereby re-defines which elements in Coile correspond to 
which claimed elements (specifically, the first process, the second process, and the identifier). 
The Examiner is now arguing that either: 1) a physical machine corresponds to a process, and a 
virtual machine corresponds to an identifier, or 2) a virtual machine corresponds to a process, 
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and a physical machine corresonds to an identifier. 

If the Examiner is arguing (1), then the claim would be interpreated as creating, from a 
first physical machine, another physical machine. Needless to say, this is not disclosed by Coile 
If the Examiner is arguing (2), then the claim would be interpreted as using a physical machine 
as an identifer. This, also, is not disclosed by Coile. Thus, the Examiner's second set of 
definitions also does not anticipate claim 1. 

Accordingly, claim 1 is patentable over Coile. Independent claims 1 1, 18, 23, and 25-26 
also recite similar features and are also patentable over Coile for at least the foregoing reasons. 

The claims not specifically mentioned above incorporate the features of their respective 
base claims and are patentable for at least the same reasons. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the pending claims are now allowable over the cited 
art of record and request that the Examiner allow this case. The Examiner is invited to contact 
the undersigned in order to advance the prosecution of this case.
